DISASTROUS WRECK. 
The Negligence of an Operator Causes 
the Death of Eight People. 
Z a n e s v il l e (Obio), September 2Sth.— 
About 1 o’clock this morning a disastrous 
freight wreck occurred on this Baltimore 
and Ohio, near Pies?aut Valley, a short 
distance west of this city. Orders were 
given to esst and west-bound freights to 
pass at Black Hand, but the operator oí 
that place iailed to deliver the order to the 
east-bound train. Later he saw his mis­ 
take, and telegraphed the operator here 
that there wouid be wreck pretty soon, anu 
ieft iris p' st. He is a mere boy. 
Bbln engines and a number of cars filled 
with merchandise were piled up in great 
confusion. Eight men were killed—John 
Buckingham, engineer; Wm. Freestone, 
fireman ; Freeman Keller, brakeman ; John 
Cochrane, Ben Smart, Glen Bush, George 
W. Stoneburner, Tom McCrearv, and one 
unknown. 
Engineer John Kemp had a leg cut off 
and fireman Wilson wa3 badly hurt. These 
not employed on the train were beating 
their way from Columbus. 
The trains met on a sharp curve and the 
west-bound train had just emerged from a 
piece of woods, so that neither was checked 
in speed. The engines crashed together 
with awful force, and freight cars to the 
number of twenty-five were piled up to a 
height of twenty-five or thirty feet. 
There was also a collision on Barnes- 
ville hill, on the Baltimore and Ohio, be­ 
tween an express and passenger train. The 
railway officials state that no one was hurt, 
but both tngines and the express cars were 
ruined. 
THE TRAIN JUMPED A TRESTLE. 
C'LAP.iON(Pa ),September23 h.—Afreight 
train on the Pittsburg and Western leaped 
a trestle at Sheppervllle this morning, kill­ 
ing fireman Eider and brakeman Shrecken- 
gost and fatally injuring engineer Woods. 


DAMAGING FLAMES. 
A Large Packing-House in Chicago D e­ 
stroyed by Fire. 
C h ic a g o , September J8;h.—The Anglo- 
xVmerican Packing Company's establish­ 
ment at the stock yards was damaged by 
fire early this morning to the extent of 
$650,000. The fire was one of the worst 
the department ever had to deal with. The 
alarm wa3 turned in just before 2 o’clock, 
when flumes were seen in the packing- 
room. When the fir3t engines arrived the 
rcom was a mass of flames. Water had 
little effect on the grease-soaked floors and 
the fire soon reached a room where thirty- 
two tanks of lard were located. These ex­ 
ploded one after another, and the melted 
lard added fresh fuel to the fiarces. The 
heat was so intense that the firemen were 
forced back and compelled to work from a 
disiance. 
The ilsmes then spread to the cooling- 
room, where the carcasses of nearly 7,000 
hogs were stored. They burned like oil. 
Water seemed useless, and the twenty en­ 
gine companies at woik made little head­ 
way. More engines were summoned, but 
two hours after the fire started the roof fell 
in and the flames seemed to spread more 
rapidly than ever. The hundred streams 
of water being poured on the fire appeared 
to have no effect. 
About this time the flames reached a lot 
of saltpetre, and the flames from this 
stifled the firemen, overcoming several of 
them. The fire marshals directed all the 
efforts of their men to preventing a spread 
of the flames from the Anglo-American 
plant. W ithin a short distance of the es­ 
tablishment are several other large packing 
houses, and for a rime it was feared the 
flame3 would communicate to them. The 
firemen succeeded, however, in controlling 
it.At 6 o'clock this morning it was seen to 
be impossible to extinguish the burning 
pork, and water wa9 thrown on it to keep 
the fire down as much as possible. It will 
have to burn out, and probably it will be a 
day or two before entirely extinguished. 
The fire department succeeded in saving 
the other portion of the Anglo-American 
plant from other serious damage. The loss 
is entirely covered by insurance. 
The company that had been conducting 
the business was composed of Englishmen. 
Recently, however, a new company was 
formed, known as the Fowler Bros, (lim­ 
ited). It was incorporated in England 
with a capitalization of £750,000, with a 
proposal to acquire the business of several 
firms here and elsewhere. 


CONGRESS. 
The Present W eek W ill Probably Eml 
the Session. 
W ashington, September 28 h.—How 
much time the Senate will consume in the 
discussion of the conference report on the 
tariff cannot be stated accurately, but the 
leaders on both sides think a vote can be 
reached on Tuesday. The final adjourn­ 
ment will come a day after the report is 
disposed of. In addition to the tariff bill 
the general deficiency bill is the only other 
measure likely to secure the attention of 
the Senate. That is now pending in the 
House. 
With the exception of the conference re­ 
port on the general deficiency bill the 
House has completed its labors, and waits 
upon the Senate. While waiting, some 
measure may be taken from the calendar 
and passed. An effort may be made to 
pass two shipping bills sent over by the 
Sena'e, but this will be strongly resented 
by the Democrats, and uniess a special pro­ 
vision is made for their consideration the 
effort is likely to fail. 
FIFTY-FIRST SESSION. 
Results of the Labore of Our Senators 
and Representatives, 
W ashington, September 2S:h.—In two 
or three days the loDg session of the Fifty- 
first Congress will come to an end. It has 
been almost the longest ever helJ. 
Although the first session of the Fifty-first 
Congress lasted until October 20th, the 
present session, by reason of longer daily 
sessions, has far exceeded it in working 
time, and the amount of legislative work 
actually accomplished has been extraordi­ 
nary, viewed in the light of the previous 
Congress. The record so far is: Bills and 
joint resolutions introduced in the House 
and Senate 12,-102, against 15,400, the first 
session of the last Coogress, which, in this 
matter, far excelled all previous records;

N ew Y’o e k, September 23'h.—A Sun 
Berlin special says ; Tne auii-Sociaiist law 
wi-1 expire on Y.'ednesday nexf, and there 
is a great increase in activity in the Social­ 
ist catup.

The advanced parties, who are celled 
‘ Freshmen” in contrast to older and more 
conservative members, like Bebel, Liebt- 
necht and Von Volmar, have decided not to 
support by resolution, at the Congress in 
the fall, any changes of the present con­ 
dition of female labor.

CONDITION OF IRELAND. 
The Cabinet Pays Little Heed to tile 
Cries of Distress. 
L ondon, September 28th.—The Cabinet 
was to have met eariy in October for the 
express purpose of taking into considera­ 
tion the condition of Ireland, the influence 
of public opinion in condemnation of the 
carelessness of the Government in the face 
of the reports of widespread distress being 
felt to be too strong to be ignored. 
The least excuse, however, serves to give 
the Minis ry warrant to go on doing noth­ 
ing but maliciously oppressing the Irish 
people and their leaders, and the report of 
the Financial Secretary of the Treasury 
has been received by Lord Salisbury as 
sufficient reason for continued inaction, 
and has caused him to postpone conven­ 
ing the Ministers. They wiil probably 
not meet now until just betore the reas­ 
sembling of Parliament ia the latter part 
of November. 
The report limits the area of the potato 
blight to the western district of Ulster and 
Connaught and the southwestern part of 
Munster, while, according to his state­ 
ment, fair crops and general prosperity 
prevail elsewhere throughout Ireland. 
It is scarcely necessary to tell you that 
such a report as this is not generally cred­ 
ited, although it is received in Government 
circles as just the sort that i9 useful at this 
juncture. It is the policy of the Conserva­ 
tives to minimize the reports of the distress 
in Ireland as much ss possible, and thus 
the estimates of the Tory newspapers are 
so put as to show that the potato blight 
does not affect more than one-twentieth 
p3it of the population of the distressed dis­ 
tricts, the relief of whom, it is asserted, is 
already within the scope of the local 
boards. 
The Parnellites are busily preparing an 
organized system of relief, which is ex­ 
pected to be in full w otkiD g order before 
the terrible results of the threatened famine 
reach their culmination. 
They are waiting, however, for some 
clear indication of what projects the Gov­ 
ernment has in hand, and look for a Cabi­ 
net meeting and some humane action by 
the Ministers. 
IRISH NATIONALISTS. 
John Morlty YYill Deliver a Speech on 
Their Treatment in Ireland. 
London, September 28th —John Morley, 
who returned to England from two inves­ 
tigations in Ireland, was asked yesterday to 
give an account of the affair in Tipperary, 
and describe his general experience in Ire­ 
land. He declined, however, to say any­ 
thing about the trip, giving as a reason his 
intention to make a soeecu Monday night 
at St. Helens, when he will tell the whole 
story of the condition of affairs in Tip­ 
perary, and the treatment to which the 
arrested Nationalists have been subjected. 
All that Morley would say in the mean­ 
time was that be had been consulting on 
Irish matters with Gladstone at Hawarden, 
and would return there to assist at the con­ 
ferences between the leaders of the Liberal 
party, which are to be held the coming 
week. 
THE ISLAND OF CUBA. 
An Insurrection of the Worst Kind 
Looked For. 
London, September 28th.—The Madrid 
newspapers assert that an insurrection of 
the worst description may be looked for 
ere long in Cuba, unless prompt steps be 
taken to remedy the evils existing there. 
The re pectable population is growing 
more and more impatient under the pres­ 
ent condition of affairs, aud it would not 
be surprising to see the lone-star flag again 
raised by an organized band of insurgents. 
One newspaper goes so far as to say that 
preparations for the insurrection are well 
under way, and that arms and ammunition 
are being procured under cover in America 
and Europe. A noted Cuban exile, who 
was active ia the last insurrection, recently 
departed suddenly from his heme in Baris 
to New York, and the Sr-anish Minister is 
much exercised over this and other om­ 
inous incidents. 
.Spain is in no financial condition for a 
costly war in Cuba or any other part of the 
world, and affairs on the island are viewed 
with great anxiety. An insurrection as 
formidable as that of twenty years ago 
would stand a much greater chance of suc­ 
cess to-day than at that time. 
The Czar’s Life in Danger. 
St. P etersburg, September 28th.—An­ 
other attempt has been mhde upon the life 
of the Czar. This time the conspirators 
planned to wreck a train by which it was 
believed the Czar intended to travel from 
St. Petersburg to Warsaw. Obstructions 
were placed upon the track in the shape of 
two sleepers, which were tightly wedged 
in between the rails. The train, which 
was supposed to be carrying the Czar, 
crashed into the impeding sleepers, and 
was thrown from the track. No details of 
the outrage have been obtained, and it is 
not known whether any arrests were made 
in connection with the affair. 
Michael DaTitt Dined. 
New Y’obk, September 28:h.—A Dunlap 
cable from London say9: Davitt and his 
colleagues on the Labor World were enter­ 
tained at dinner to-night by a member of 
the United Democratic' Club. Davitt 
avoided all reference to current political 
topics, and said : "I undertake never to do 
as aa editor that which I wonld be afraid to 
do as a gentleman.’’ 
No Attempt to Assassinate Diaz. 
New O rleans, September 28th.—A Pic-

Mexican gentlemen, just from Mexico, 
deny the story of the attempted assasrina­ 
tion of President Diaz on the night of the 
5th. They say there was nothing in it 
beyond a discharge of firearms by a few 
drunken soldiers, who have been confined. 
All the same, railway men who arrived to­ 
day say of the thirty-five conspirators 
twVlve itave been -rrested and are confined 
in a military prison. 
Threatened Lockout. 
London, September 28th.—A crisis is im­ 
pending ia the Scotch iron trade. The 
masters have issued a notice to the men of 
a wholesale lockout on the 4:h of October, 
unless an amicable settlement of thiir dis­ 
pute is effected in the meantime, of which 
there is no present prospect. The fires in a 
number of furnaces are already out. The 
threatened stoppage of production bus 
caused excitement in the iron warrant 
market. 
British Fortifications. 
Par.’s, September 2S;h.— Gauloii says the 
English Government has purchased a large 
building on Port Said, and is transferring 
it into a barracks and fortress, which will 
soon be occupied by British troops. This 
will give England possessijn of both ends 
of the ¡Suez Canal. 
Purely Accidental. 
Belgrade, September 28th.—While the 
young King of Servia, accompanied by his 
father, ex-King Milan, was returning from 
a drive to day -i cartridge was exploded be­ 
neath the carriage. The authcri'ies allege 
that the explosion was purely accidental. 
As far as can ba learned no one was in­ 
jured. 
Striking Shearers.

TO COUETLAKD BY WHEEL. 
A Group of Bicyclists Make the Round 
Trip iu Pretty Good Shape. 
Eight members of the Capital Ctiy 
Wheelmen made a “club run" to Court- 
land yesterday. Usually at this time of the 
year the county roads are in anything but 
a good wheeling condition, and at the out­ 
set visions of rough and dastv ones made 
some of the riders feel a little serious, as 
the round trip is about 44 miles. How­ 
ever, thoughts of Houston's Sunday din­ 
ner, which they knew awaited them on 
their arrival at Courtland, served to keep 
up the spirits of the party at first, and 
later the pleasant surprise of good roads— 
with some minor exceptions—put everyone 
in the best of humor.

So Saiil the Jury YVhieh W eighed the 
Evidence Against Coella.

He ivas raptured five days later in the 
woods by three oth ters, through the aid of 
an Italian named Joe Ma.-soni, who re­ 
ceived a reward of i-00, Coella confessed 
the crime. 
Deletes was known to have kept a large 
sum of money in his truuk, and the mur­ 
der was committed for robbery. Coc-lia 
claimed that the deceased owed him 
money. The defense will ask for a new 
trial, 
UNLUCKY SEATTLE. 
Several Hundred Feet of W harf and a 
W arehouse I/e»troye<l Uj Fire. 
S e a t t l e, September 28th.—A fire broke 
out at 8:30 o'clock to-niaht iu the outward 
end of Harrington & Smith's warehouse, on 
a pier 500 feet feet long, bstiveen the foot of 
Y'esler avenue and Main street, and before 
it could be extinguished destroyed one-half 
of the warehouse and wharf and an equal 
part cf the Hatfield wharf adjoining. 
The fire was first discovered by ft watch­ 
man, who saw the flames bursting through 
the roof immediately over where a hun­ 
dred tons of hay were stored. The alarm 
brought out the eniire fire department, but 
before it arrived 200 feet of the wbnrf and 
the one adjoining were in flames. Hard 
work by the department extinguished the 
flames after half an hour. 
Harrington & Smith lost IOO tjn3 of lisy. 
400 barrels of lime and 400 br.rels. -f 
cement. Their loss is estimated at $600 on 
stock and $10 000 on the whart 
The con­ 
tents were fully insured. 
There was no 
insurance on the wharf. Hatfield's loss is 
about $4 000 on stock—lime and cement 
and hay—which wss insured. The whatf 
was owned by Ed. L Terry. Loss, $8,000; 
insurance. $3,COO. 
The fire is supposed to have been started 
by a spark from a pipe of a vugrant sleep­ 
ing in Harrington & Smith's warehouse. 


ANOTHER DICK CASE. 
Suit Against a Notary Public for Falsely 
Certifying to a Document. 
Los A n g e l e s, September 28th.—Suit has 
been brought in the Superior Court of this 
city by Edward Hatton against A. C. 
Holmes, a Notary Public of this city, and 
aaainst HeDry Hamilton and George Han­ 
son, his bondsmen, for $1,000 damages for 
making a fraudulent adknowledgment. 
This ease is very similar to the D.'ck swin­ 
dle, recently perpetrated in San Francisco. 
Tfce complaint recites that on December 
3, 1889. the defendant took acknowledge­ 
ment of a person who falsely represented 
herself to be Mrs. Maria J. Keifer to a 
mortgaee purporting to be executed to 
plaintiff by herself and husband, J. W. 
Keifer, upon|eertain real es'ate, to secure a 
debt of $1,000 and interest set forth as due 
plaintiff from them. 
The complaint alleges lhat the mortgage 
was false and a forged insttumenf, of 
which Mrs. Keiferand her husband had no 
knowledge, aud tha’ the pe.son who signed 
and acknowledged the same was not Mrs. 
Keifer at all, but some other person. 
The defendant is alleged to have negli­ 
gently and falsely certified that the person 
pprsonating Mrs. Keifer was known to 
him to be the genuine Mrs. Keifer. 
Suicide in W ashington. 
Seattle (Wash.), September 28th.—H. 
Jones, a livery-stable man of Snohomish, 
committed suicide eight miles above that 
place at the Fitzmaurice hop farm early 
this morning, by shooting himself through 
the head with a revolver. Jones’ wife left 
him some time ago, and has been keeping 
company with another roan. Jones asked 
her to-day to return and live with him, 
and when she refused he blew his brains 
out. 
Symptoms More Favorable. 
San J ose, September 28th.—Mrs. Murphy 
Colomhet, who was thrown from her car­ 
riage last Wednesday, gave signs of dim 
recognition of her surroundings to-day, 
and her symptoms were regarded as more 
favorable than at any time since the acci­ 
dent, but th„ outcome is still in extreme 
doubt. 
Fatal Kuuaway. 
Loomis. September 28th —Patrick Mul- 
leu was thrown through a wire fence, be­ 
tween this place and his heme on Miners’ 
ravine, by a runaway team last evening, 
and received injuries that caused his death 
this afternoon. He was a native of Ireland, 
aged fifrv-one years, and had resided here 
since 1855. Died of His Injuries. 
Martinez, September 2s:h. — Nicholas 
King, a saloonkeeper who wa9 so badly 
burned in yesterday's fire at this place, died 
this morning of his injuries. He was terri­ 
bly burned. All the skin, together with 
the finger nails, was burned off. He leaves 
one sister as the only relative. 
Large Shipment. 
San J ose, September 2- h —A packiDg 
company to-day shipped 906 cases, or 31 
tons, of canned fruit in one cir direct to 
Philadelphia o* r the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
way. It is the largest single car shipment

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THE NEW 
YORK 
THAIN-WRECKERS. 


In all the history of strikes probably 
nothing more sensational has developed 
th an the revelations concerning the derail­ 
ing of trains on the New York Central 
R ailroad a few weeks ago at Kaners and 
Castleton, near Albany, New York. 
Two 
of the men engaged in the infamous work, 
Cain and Buett, have confessed to the 
crime, and adm it that they attem pted to 
wreck the trains to get even on the 
railroad company. 
They are all members 
of the K nights of Labor, and it is charged 
th a t M aster W orkm an Lee was privy to 
th eir acts. 
Indeed, the detectives go so 
far as to say th at he furnished them money 
w ith w hich to escape from justice, and one 
of the confessions sets forth the same 
charge. 
There were five men concerned in 
th e crimes. 
The first attem pts were made 
on the 29th of August, and the third on 
Septem ber 4tli, when the M ontreal E x ­ 
press was thrown from the track. 
These 
men seem to have blinded themselves to 
th e fact that they put in peril the lives of 
innocent people—people not at all con­ 
cerned in their troubles with the railroad 
company. 
The two who have confessed 
have not shown any feeling of horror what­ 
ever at having made war upon women and 
children in order to damage the company 
to the extent of a few broken cars. A ll 
the men were strikers, and while it is d e ­ 
nied that some of them were in good stand­ 
ing in the Order, it is adm itted that at the 
tim e of the strike and the crimes they 
were in communication with the Order, 
and in and about the meetings held in A l­ 
bany relative to the strike. 
The state- 
►-c>ents th at M aster W orkman Lee was 
privy to the acts after their commission in 
aiding them to escape to Canada, where 
they were taken prisoners, are borne out 
by what appears tobe strong circumstantial 
evidence.' 
It will be conceded that it is incumbent 
upon the K nights of Labor in their own 
interests, and that of the cause of labor, to 
show that the Order in n o .way aided, ad­ 
vised or abetted the crim e; that it in no 
m anner gave encouragement to thoughts 
or suggestions of violence, and ffiat it ab­ 
hors the action of these criminals. 
I t lias 
been already stated by the officials of the 
O rder that the men acted independently, 
that the Order had no knowledge of their 
intention, and that it is expressly forbid­ 
den by its laws that there shall be a resort 
to force in support of a strike. 
But the 
O rder is bound to do more than this to 
retain any hold upon public confidence ; it 
must go to the bottom of the matter, and 
aid in securing due punishm ent of these 
men who wrecked the trains. 
W e are 
w illing to believe that the Order will do 
so, and will clear its skirts of complicity 
in the atiair, and we sincerely hope that it 
w ill he able to do so right speedily. Labor 
in none of its organizations ought to be 
subject to the taint of criminality. 
As for Lee, he asserts bis innocence, and 
it behooves him to establish it; 
of course 
th e detectives must make it clear that he 
was privy to the crime before it will be 
just to hold him to proof to the contrary. 
A t the same time, if he has any evidence 
establishing .his innocence he should not 
w ait for the affirmative to make its case 
before presenting it. 
No one wants to 
think th at any person holding the position 
he does in the Order, would resort to such 
infamous means to wreak vengeance for the 
collapse of a strike. 
It will be impossible, 
however, for the K nights of Labor to 
w holly escape smirching, no m atter how 
diligent they may be in prosecuting the 
train-w reckers. 
It will rem ain in the 
public mind that there was some sort of 
relation between the Order and the crimes. 
T he men were strikers, they are members 
of the Order, they did commit the crimes, 
and put in j-cril hundreds of innocent 
lives, and involve the wounding of people 
guiltless of any wrong-doing to them. 
It 
will be held, therefore, th at their action 
was the indirect result, at least, of associa­ 
tion in the Order, or under its influence in 
the strike it commended. Since the writ- 


can leave the place without the whole 
community practically knowing it. 
In a 
city the departure of a family may be 
unknown to the next-door resident. 
In 
San Francisco so many people live in lodg­ 
ings th at the probability is there were 
some thousands missed, who had left the 
city, concerning whom even the lodging- 
house keepers could give no information. 
Then, too, there is some allowance to be 
made for th e refusal of people to give in­ 
formation concerning 
absentees. 
If we 
consider th at the increase in San Francisco 
has been as great as in other cities of the 
same class, then the metropolis must have 
fully 320,000 of population. 


T h e Commission 
appointed by 
the 
State of New Y ork to seek from other 
States the establishment of sim ilar com­ 
missions to consider the question of uni­ 
formity in m arriage and divorce laws, will 
very soon address California upon the sub­ 
ject. 
The Legislature to assemble the 
coming winter will he called upon to pass 
a law creating such a commission. 
There 
is no reason worthy the name why the 
petition of the Em pire State should not be 
granted. 
Out of the movement must come 
great good, and as it will he conducted 
without any appreciable cost to the States, 
concerns a m atter of the greatest im port­ 
ance and affects the whole structure of 
society, our State should not hesitate to 
join in it. 
It is altogether probable th at 
in December Congress will appoint a com­ 
mission to represent the Federal Govern­ 
ment on the subject. 
1 he deliberations of 
the Commissions of all the. States and of 
the United States will certainly result in 
developing the true plan for attaining 
w hat every one admits to be needed— 
greater uniform ity in the laws of the 
country concerning marriage and divorce. 


T iie cool effrontery of the m an W heat, 
Postmaster of the House of Representa­ 
tives, is a little ahead of anything of the 
brassy order yet brought to light. 
By his 
own statem ent it is adm itted that he let 
the contract for transporting the House 
mails to and from the House and the Post­ 
office for the sum of §5,000 a year, hut he 
exacted from the contractor the sweat 
money of §150 a month for his own purse. 
Not until the newspapers got hold of the 
story did it occur to him th at he was do­ 
ing wrong. 
Thereupon he sought to re­ 
turn his stealings to the contractor, who, 
however, refused to receive them, saying 
that if they were to be given up they be­ 
longed to the U nited States Government. 
T hat is to say, the contractor recognized 
the fact th at he was getting a fair price 
for his services in excess of the shave of 
§150 a m onth exacted by W heat. 
W heat 
should be made an example of. 
Such 
speculation as he indulged in should be 
punished w ith severity. 
If he is allowed 
to get off with merely a discharge, justice 
will be cheated of its dues. 


DEAD LETTERS. 


IIoui.an gei: by an infamous confession 
has put the seal upon his own infamy. H e 
has issued a manifesto in which he admits, 
without a particle of shame, that he did 
take money from the Royalists. 
But he 
says that he did so to advance the cause of 
Republicanism, of which he insists he is a 
stanch friend. 
Nevertheless, he says he 
is bitterly opposed to the present adminis­ 
tration in France, and th at his desire was 
to break it down. 
T hat is probably true. 
It is also true, unquestionably, that the 
breaking down he sought was to he in the 
interest of the Monarchists whose coin he 
took. 
Now in whatever light Boulanger's 
action as related-bv himself is viewed, he 
is disclosed as a scoundrel. 
H e admits 
that he took the money of the Monarch­ 
ists under false pretenses—in other words, 
•he was either guilty of a mean theft, or 
else he lies when he says th a t he used the 
funds to further the Republican cause. 
Phrase it as he may, this fallen hero con­ 
fesses th at he has been guilty of a miser­ 
able cheat. 


I t is to be sincerely hoped th a t Captain 
Trim bleton’s fears are exaggerated. 
H e 
believes th at the Indians of the plains are 
on the eve of a great uprising under the 
fanatical belief th at a medicine man is 
about to appear who will lead them to the 
exterm ination of the whites and 
the 
restoration of the continent to the Indi­ 
ans. 
Captain Trimbleton points to several 
significant facts in support of his recital— 
that for some months the Indians have 
been massing about F o rt S ill; that they 
are everywhere ugly and preparing the 
weaponry of war ; that they are demand­ 
ing things of the G overnm ent and ihe 
troops th at they never before asked for. 
Certainly the warning of the Captain will 
put the W ar and the Indian Departm ents 
upon inquiry, and possibly excite the 
former to immediate activity in strength­ 
ening the outposts and providing for a 
possible uprising of the savages. 


T h e Alta of San Francisco is solicitous 
that public knowledge of forestry shall 
be enlarged. 
Certainly, and the best way 
to augment that knowledge is for the 
press of the country to substitute for a 
large portion of its sensational and per­ 
sonal literature interesting and instructive 
articles upon the subject of forestry.

Record-UNION is conscious of having 
published in the last tw enty years a vast 
amount of information upon the subject, 
and it can bear testimony to the fact that 
public knowledge upon the subject is 
greater by far now than it was even ten 
years ago.

D. P. Leibhardt, Superintendent of the 
Dead Letter Office in WashiDgtOD, has is­ 
sued a circular which contains a vast 
am ount of information, as well as being 
deeply interesting to the general reader. 
He says that over six million pieces of mail 
m atter are sent annually to the Dead Letter 
Office by reason of incorrect, illegible or 
deficient address, insufficient postage, in­ 
secure inclosing, whereby m atter mailed 
becomes separated from the envelope or 
wrapper, or the failure to be called for or 
delivered to the person addressed. This is 
a daily average of over twenty thousand 
pieces. 
Of these the greatei portion either are not 
called for at the Postoffice to which they 
are directed, or, in case of free-delivery 
offices, the addresses cannot he found, not­ 
withstanding every known means is re­ 
sorted to on the part of the postal officials 
to effect delivery. 
Matter sent "to the Dead Letter Office, 
which cannot be delivered to the person 
addressed, is required to be opened in its 
treatm ent for the purpose of return to the 
sender, and if the name and address of the 
sender be not shown or cannot be ascer­ 
tained from the contents, and it contains 
no valuable inclosnre, it m ust be de­ 
stroyed. 
Letters opened and found to contain any 
inclosuie of obvious value are entered upon 
proper records, and of such those which do 
not disclose sufficient information to enable 
them to be returned are filed, subject to 
reclamation upon proper application and 
identification. 
Letters which contain no inclosure of 
obvious value are not recorded. 
Packages and parcels are recorded, and 
where they do not disclose the name and 
address of the owner are filed ; if not called 
for or claimed within two years they are 
disposed of at public auction and the pro­ 
ceeds covered into the United States Treas­ 
ury. 
A large proportion of the packages and 
parcels sent to the Dead Letter Office fail to 
be restored to the owners because of the 
absence on the wrappers or inclosures of 
anything to indicate ownership thereof. 
Information os to the character and na­ 
ture oí the m atter thus received at the 
Dead Letter Office, and the conditions and 
influences which occasion the failure to 
reach persons to whom the senders de­ 
signed them to go, may be of interest, and 
the mere statement of it carry with it sug­ 
gestions which may serve the public in its 
exercise of postal privileges. 
Of the unclaimed and undelivered m at­ 
ter received at the Dead Letter Office dur­ 
ing the past fiscal year, 451,000 were letters 
misdirected, or only partially addressed— 
that is. not addressed to a postoffice, or, ad­ 
dressed to a postoffice not in the State 
named, etc.— while 24,000 were entirely 
blank, 
bearing no 
address 
whatever. 
Among the latter were frequently found 
the correspondence of business men, of 
which a large portion contained inclosures 
of money, drafts, checks, etc. 
Ninety-eight thousand were letters to do­ 
mestic addresses, ‘’held for postage,” to­ 
gether with letters, etc., addressed to Cana­ 
da and Mexico, m atter to these countries 
being unm ailable except upon full prepay­ 
m ent of postage. 
One hundred and sixty-five thousand 
were letters mhinly addressed to persons in 
care of hotels. The guests to whom the 
letters belonged having departed without 
leaving their address, or forwarding orders 
for their mail, they were returned to the 
Fostoffice by the hotels and thence sent to 
the Dead Letter Office. 
Forty-two thousand were letters to ficti- 
ticus addresses, and principally correspond­ 
ence relating to w hat is known as “green 
goods” or “saw dust” swindles, etc., many 
of them containing money with orders for 
the purchase of these fraudulent goods. 
Parties engaged in these fraudulent and un­ 
lawful enterprises invariably do so under 
an assumed name, and when the character 
and business of such persons is discovered 
by the postal authorities, such m atter ad­ 
dressed to them is declared “fictitious” and 
delivery withheld. 
Eighty thousand were parcels of m er­ 
chandise, books, clothiDg, 
needle work, 
jewelry, etc., etc., many of which were mis­ 
directed, while others were without wrap­ 
per, having been insecurely inclosed, and 
others from which the address had become 
separated and lost. 
a large proportion were those upon 
which the required am ount of postage to 
entitle them to transmission through the 
mails had not been prepaid, insufficient 
paym ent being due to im proper inclosing, 
whereby a higher rate of postage was re­ 
quired. 
Twenty-eight thousand contained money 
amounting in all to $48,042. 
Four thousand had inclosnres of postal 
notes in small sums under $5, aggregating 
$5,300. 
Twenty-seven thousand were found to 
contain drafts, checks, notes, commercial 
paper, ftc., in the sum of $1,471,871, while 
forty-eight thousand contained paid and 
canceled obligations, receipts evidencing 
payments of money, deed, mortgages, gen­ 
eral miscellaneous papers, etc. 
Forty-two thousand contained 
photo­ 
graphs. oue thousand contained articles 
forbidden to be transmitted through the 
mails; and eleven thousand upon being 
opened 
were found to 
contain lottery 
tickets, which, under the terms of the law, 
are declared unmailable. 
One hundred and sixiy-two thousand 
contained postage stamps, and were inclos­ 
ures to secure return answers to the cor­ 
respondence which they accompanied, or 
were the remittances in payments of small 
balances, or accompanying orders for small 
purchases of merchandise, subscriptions, 
etc. 
Five hundred and thirty-one thousand 
were letters, and 41,000 parcels of printed 
matter, samples, etc, which had been 
mailed in foreign countries to Postoffices 
within the United States and failing of 
delivery were sent the Dead Letter Office, 
and thence returned to the postal adm inis­ 
trations of their respective countries of 
origin, unopened. 
Two hundred and five thousand were 
letters, and 47,000 were parcels, books, 
samples ot merchandise, etc , which had 
b en mailed within the United States ad­ 
dressed to foreign countries, and having 
failed of delivery at their destination, were 
sent to the Dead Letter Office by foreign 
postal administrations. 
Over five million of the letters received 
at the Dead Letter Office contained no in­ 
closure of obvious value, although doubt­ 
less m any of them were quite as valuable 
and im portant to both sender and ad­ 
dressee as thousands of ether letters con­ 
taining money, checks, stamps, etc., and 
yet of this immense num ber of letters over 
three million bore within either no defi­ 
nite or sufficient address of the writer—in 
most cases no address whatever—or there 
was no signature whereby the writer might 
be identified or determined, without which 
the Dead Latter Office could not make re­ 
turn. 
Misdirection, incorrect, illegible and de­ 
ficient address are given as the leading 
causes which occasion the failure of mail 
matter to reach its proper destination, and 
effect alike that which is so addressed to 
either city, town, or village. 
In addition to these, in the ease of m at­ 
ter mailed to cities or free-delivery offices, 
are the failure to give street or number, 
business or occupation; or some designated 
place oi delivery of the person addressed; 
inability to find transient people, and their 
neglect to give forwarding orders for their 
mail; the neglect of permanent or tempo* 
raty residents to notify the carriers or post­ 
office of change of place for the delivery of 
their mail m atter upon moving from one 
part of the city to another, together with 
the failure of newcomers to furnish the 
postoffice with their names and places of 
address. 
It is to these causes, with others 
of more or less consequence, that the n o n ­ 
delivery of mail m atter is, in the main, at­ 
tributable, and they are conditions over 
which the postal service has no control, 
and m ay aloue be remedied by the people 
themselves. 
The following suggestions, if observed, 
will aid the dispatch and delivery of m at­ 
ter sent through the mails, or its return 
directly to the sender in the event of non­ 
delivery, and thus prevent the annoyance, 
delay and embarrassment caused by send­ 
ing m atter to the Dead Letter Office: 
Mail m atter should be plainly and cor­ 
rectly addressed; the name of thepostoffice 
to which it is to be sent should be clearly 
and distinctly stated, and to avoid con­ 
fusion from the similarity of abbreviations, 
as frequently used, the name of the 8tate 
should also be given in full. In the case 
of mail addressed to sm all offices, or where 


there are offices of ¡ike names in different 
States, the name of the county should be 
added. 
As th e im m ense q u an tity of m atter sent 
through th e m ails is necessarily required 
to be handled rapidly by th e railw ay m ail 
clerks an d at th e postoffices in the cities, 
too much care cannot be exercised in ad­ 
dressing m ail m atter clearly, plainly and 
correctly. 
W here mail matter is addreesed to cities 
or free-delivery offices the street and house 
number, or postoffice box num ber of the 
person addressed are im portant, and should 
always be given when it Í3 possible to do 
so. 
Where this cannot be done, the business 
or employment of the person addressed, if 
stated, wi’11 often secure delivery. 
The free-delivery offices, being in the 
cities and larger towns—the trade centers 
of the country—have a large, varying, tran­ 
sient population, which cannot be known 
to the postcffice officials in the same degree 
as in the smaller places, and delivery is. 
therefore, made the more difficult; and 
where recourse must be had to city di­ 
rectories they are often found imperfect 
and incomplete, so that the means of ascer­ 
taining the location of the addressee fre­ 
quently is found wanting, and delivery fails 
because the person is not known or cannot 
be found. 
A small proportion only of the mail re­ 
ceived at the free-delievery offices is called 
for at the general delivery of the Postoffice, 
the public expecting delivery by the car­ 
riers; and hence the importance of giving 
street and number, or some other designa­ 
tion whereby the person addressed may be 
found. 
Matter mailed to cities and free-delivery 
offices, addressed without street and num ­ 
ber, or some other designation enabling de­ 
livery, goesiutothegeneral delivery, subject 
to be called for; 
and of such matter, the 
statistics of the Postoffices of some of the 
larger cities show that not more than 25 
per cent, is called for. 
Letters addressed to persons temporarily 
sojourning in a city where the letter-carrier 
system is in operation should be marked 
“ Transient” or “General Delivery,” if not 
addressed to a street and number, or some 
other designated place of delivery. 
The name and address of the sender, 
either printed or written, should be placed 
upon the upper left-hand corner of the en­ 
velope or wrapper of all matter mailed. 
This will secure its immediate return to 
the sender from the mailing office for cor­ 
rection if improperly addressed, insuffi­ 
ciently paid, or otherwise defective; thus 
affording opportunity to comply w ith the 
postal regulations and requirements, and 
place the matter in proper condition to en­ 
title it to all the privileges of the mails, 
and is especially useful in the case of pack­ 
ages and other m atter mailable at less than 
letter rate of postage, which is restricted to 
certain conditions and requirements as to 
weight, size, m anner of inclosure, etc. 
Letters and all other m atter mailed, so 
m arked with the name and address of the 
sender, that should fail to be called for or 
delivered to the person addressed, and 
upon which full letter rates cf postage has 
been paid are not sent to the Dead Letter 
Office, but are returnable to the sender di­ 
rectly— without 
additional charge, and 
with the reason of non-delivery indorsed 
thereon. 
The above suggestions in respect to the 
return of unclaimed and undelivered mail 
matter directly to the sender from the post­ 
office addressed, refers only to letters and 
other mail m atter upon which full letter 
postage has been paid. 
Packages and all m atter mailed at less 
than letter rates of postage, should, in ad­ 
dition to the name and address of the 
sender upon the envelope or wrapper, bear 
in connection therewith a request for its re­ 
turn in the event of non-delivery, in which 
case it is also returnable directly to the 
sender 
from 
the postoffice addressed, 
charged with return postage at the rate re­ 
quired for the class of m atter to which it 
belongs. 
The distinction, under the postal regula­ 
tions, as regards the return of unclaimed 
and undelivered m atter is, that letters and 
other m atter prepaid at full letter rates are 
returnable free, whereas m atter mailable at 
less than letter postage requires the pay­ 
m ent of return postage.. 
If it be borne in mind that only such un ­ 
claimed and undelivered letters and other 
matter prepaid at fall letter rates of postage 
as do not bear the nam e and address of the 
sender, and such other m atter mailed at 
lees than letter rates of postage as dees not 
bear a request for its return, is required to 
be sent to the Dead Letter Office, the im ­ 
portance of the suggestions in respect to 
placing the name and address of the sender, 
etc , on all matter mailed, is apparent. 
All m atter mailable at. less than letter 
rates of postage must be so wrapped or in­ 
closed that it can be readily examined at 
the office of delivery, as well 83 at the mail­ 
ing office, without destroying the wrapper; 
otherwise it is subject to letter postage. 
Much of the package and parcel m atter 
received at the Dead Letter Office is that 
which has been deposited for 
mailing 
sealed and closed against inspection and 
prepaid at less than letter rate; being un­ 
mailable in such condition, and the name 
and address of the sender not appearing 
upon the cover, whereby it might be re 
turned for correction and proper compli­ 
ance with postal conditions, il necessarily 
is sent to the Dead Letter Office. 
A large proportion of the packages sent 
to the Dead Letter Office are pddressed to 
foreign countries. 
In addition to being sealed or closed 
against inspection and deficient in postage, 
many of them contain articles that are un ­ 
mailable through the post because of cus­ 
toms regulations and conditions of the 
countries to which they are addressed, or 
exceed the lim it of size and weight. 
In such cases, if the name and address 
of the sender does not appear, the parties 
are notified that the package will be for­ 
warded by express at their expense, or re­ 
turned to "the sender if they will furnish 
the proper address in this country. 
\V ith no knowledge of the value cf the 
package or by whom mailed, the addressee 
often declines to direct it to be forwarded 
and pay the charges; and the sender being 
unknown to the Dead Letter Office, it 
eventually takes the course provided for 
other unclaimed m atter cf its class. 
In mailing packages addressed to foreigu 
countries, care should be taken to ascertain 
whether they are prohibited from trans­ 
mission to the country of des'ina’.ion, or 
can only be forwarded when the postage 
is fully "prepaid at foreigu letter rates—five 
cents per half ounce. 
Only bona fide trade samples are trans­ 
missible at reduced rate3 of postage. 
Persons desiring to mail m atter other 
than letters to foreign countries should 
consult their Postmasters, who, being pro­ 
vided with the postal laws and regulations, 
are enabled to give proper information re- 
epeciing conditions, etc., etc., of mailing to 
foreign countries. 
All valuable m atter to be sent by m ail 
should be registered. It will thu3 receive 
such protection as it Í3 not always possible 
to give to m atter sent in ordinary mails. 
Money should be sent by money order or 
registered letter. 
Proprietors of hotels should omit the re­ 
turn request from envelopes supplied gratu- 
ioualy to their guests; and guests using en­ 
velopes furnished by hotels should be 
careful to designate what disposal should 
be made of letters sent by them in case of 
non-delivery. 
On mail m atter to foreign countries, es­ 
pecially Canada and England, in which 
many postofiices have the same name as 
offices ia the United States, thenam e oi the 
po3tolfice. a.s well as the country, should be 
given in full. 
. 
In sending packages and parcels—books, 
pamphlets and other articles—by mail, the 
address should be placed on the article in­ 
closed p.s well as on the wrapper. 
8beu1d the wrappers become detached, 
as they frequently do, through the hand­ 
ling incident to m ail transportation by sea 
or ¡and, it may still be possible to restore 
the article if this precaution is taken. 
W hile the efficiency of ihe postal system 
and service has attained high standard, the 
public may materially aid in the fuller ana 
more complete delivery of its mail matter, 
or the prompt return of the same to the 
sender in Cases where delivery from aav 
cause cannot be effected, if the foregoing 
suggestions are conformed to.

I 
was there on the last day (Friday, July 3d), aud 
was wounded nigh unto death, while lying be­ 
hind a rock to protect my nrecious f .o me) 
body, from the ravages of rebel bullets. I carry 
tbe marks of my wound to this day.”

THE NEW YORK TRAIN-WBECEERS. 
In all the history of strikes probably 
nothing more sensational has developed 
than the revelations concerning the derail­ 
ing of trains on the New York Central 
Railroad a few weeks ago at Kaners and 
Castleton, near Albany, New York. Two 
of the men engaged in the infamous work, 
Cain and Buett, have confessed to the 
crime, and admit that they attempted to 
wreck the trains to get even on the 
railroad company. They are all members 
of the Knights of Labor, aud it is charged 
that Master W orkman Lee was privy to 
their acts. Indeed, the detectives go so 
far as to say that he furnished them money 
w ith which to escape from justice, undone 
of the confessions sets forth the same 
charge. There were five men concerned in 
the crimes. The first attempts were made 
on the 29th of August, and the third on 
September 4th, when the Montreal E x­ 
press was thrown from the track. These 
men seem to have blinded themselves to 
the fact that they put in peril the lives of 
innocent people—people not at all con­ 
cerned in their troubles with the railroad 
company. The two who have confessed 
have not shown any feeling of horror what­ 
ever at having made war upon women and 
children in order to damage the company 
to the extent of a few broken cars. All 
the men were strikers, and while it is de­ 
nied that some of them were in good stand­ 
ing in the O rder,it is admitted that at the 
time of the strike and the crimes they 
were in communication with the Order, 
and in and about the meetings held in Al­ 
bany relative to the strike. The state­ 
m ents that M aster W orkman Lee was 
privy to the aets after their commission in 
aiding them to escape to Canada, where 
they were taken prisoners, are borne out 
by what appears tobe strong circumstantial 
evidence.' 
It will be conceded that it is incumbent 
upon the Knights of Labor in their own 
interests, and that of the cause of labor, to 
show that the Order in n o .way aided, ad­ 
vised or abetted the crim e; that it in no 
manner gave encouragement to thoughts 
or suggestions of violence, and ffiat it ab­ 
hors the action of these criminals. It has 
been already stated by the officials of the 
Order that the men acted independently, 
that the Order had no knowledge of their 
intention, and that it is expressly forbid­ 
den by its laws that there shall be a resort 
to force in support of a strike. Eut the 
Order is bound to do more than this to 
retain any hold upon public confidence ; it 
must go to the bottom of the matter, aud 
aid in securing due punishment of these 
men who wrecked the trains. We are 
willing to believe that the Order will do 
so, and will clear its skirts of complicity 
in the aflair, and we sincerely hope that it 
will be able to do so right speedily. Labor 
in none of its organizations ought to be 
subject to the taint of criminality. 
As for Lee, he asserts his innocence, and 
it behooves him to establish it; of course 
the detectives must make it clear that he 
was privy to the crime before it will be 
just to hold him to proof to the contrary. 
A t the same time, if he has any evidence 
establishing .his innocence he should not 
wait for the affirmative to make its case 
before presenting it. No one wants to 
think that any person holding the position 
he does in the Order, would resort to such 
infamous means to wreak vengeance for the 
collapse of a strike. It will be impossible, 
however, for the Knights of Labor to 
wholly escape smirching, no m atter how 
diligent they may be in prosecuting the 
train-wreckers. It will remain in the 
public mind that there was some sort of 
relation between the Order and the crimes. 
The men were strikers, they are members 
of the Order, they did commit the crimes, 
and put in peril hundreds of innocent 
lives, and involve the wounding of people 
guiltless of any wrong-doing to them. It 
will be held, therefore, that their action 
was the indirect result, at least, of associa­ 
tion in the Order, or under its influence in 
the strike it commended. Since the writ­ 
ten confession of one of the wreckers posi­ 
tively asserts that all the men went to 
Lee’s house, aud there consulted with 
him , and that he gave them money to flee, 
it seems improbable that Lee can reinoie 
all suspicion from him, no m atter what lie 
sets up, and the Order of Knights, among 
its other duties, will be expected to re­ 
move Lee from the Order, unless it can be 
shown that he is the victim of perjury and 
conspiracy.

can leave the place without the whole 
community practically knowing it. In a 
city the departure of a family may be 
unknown to the next-door resident. In 
San Francisco so many people live in lodg­ 
ings that the probability is there were 
some thousands missed, who had left the 
city, concerning whom even the lodging- 
house keepers could give no information. 
Then, too, there is some allowance to be 
made for the refusal of people to give in­ 
formation concerning absentees. If we 
consider that the increase in San Francisco 
has been as great as in other cities of the 
same class, then the metropolis must have 
fully 320,000 of population. 
T h e Commission appointed by the 
State of New York to seek from other 
States the establishment of similar com­ 
missions to consider the question of uni­ 
formity in marriage and divorce laws, will 
very soon address California upon the sub­ 
ject. The Legislature to assemble the 
coming winter will be called upon to pass 
a law creating such a commission. There 
is no reason worthy the name why the 
petition of the Empire S:ate should not be 
granted. Out of the movement must come 
great good, and as it will he conducted 
without any appreciable cost to the States, 
concerns a m atter of the greatest import­ 
ance and affects the whole structure of 
society, our State should not hesitate to 
join in it. It is altogether probable that 
in December Congress will appoint a com­ 
mission to represent the Federal Govern­ 
ment on the subject. I'he deliberations of 
the Commissions of all the. States and of 
the United States will certainly result in 
developing the true plan for attaining 
what every one admits to be needed— 
greater uniformity in the laws of the 
country concerning marriage and divorce. 
T jie cool effrontery of the man "Wheat, 
Postmaster of the House of Representa­ 
tives, is a little ahead of anything of the 
brassy order yet brought to light. By his 
own statement it is admitted that he let 
the contract for transporting the House 
mails to and from the House and the Post­ 
office for the sum of $5,000 a year, hut he 
exacted from the contractor the sweat 
money of $150 a month for his own purse. 
Not until the newspapers got hold of the 
story did it occur to him that he was do­ 
ing wrong. Thereupon he sought to re­ 
turn his stealings to the contractor, who, 
however, refused to receive them, saving 
that if they were to be given up they be­ 
longed to the United States Government. 
That is to say, the contractor recognized 
the fact that he was getting a fair price 
for his services in excess of the shave of 
$150 a month exacted by W heat. W heat 
should be made an example of. Such 
speculation as he indulged in should be 
punished with severity. If he is allowed 
to get off with merely a discharge, justice 
will be cheated of its dues.

B o u la n g er hy an infamous confession 
has put the seal upon his own infamy. He 
has issued a manifesto in which he admits, 
without a particle of shame, that he did 
take money from the Royalists. But he 
says that he did so to advance the cause of 
Republicanism, of which he insists he is a 
stanch friend. Nevertheless, he says he 
is bitterly opposed to the present adminis­ 
tration in France, and that his desire was 
to break it down. That is probably true. 
It is also true, unquestionably, that the 
breaking down he sought was to he in the 
interest of the Monarchists whose coin he 
took. Now in whatever light Boulanger’s 
action as related-bv himself is viewed, he 
is disclosed as a scoundrel. He admits 
that he took the money of the Monarch­ 
ists under false pretenses—in other Words, 
•he was either guilty of a mean theft, or 
else he lies when he says that he used the 
funds to further the Republican cause. 
Phrase it as he may, this fallen hero con­ 
fesses that he has been guilty of a miser­ 
able cheat. 


I t is to be sincerely hoped that Captain 
Trimbleton’s fears are exaggerated. He 
believes that the Indians of the plains are 
on the eve of a great uprising under the 
fanatical belief that a medicine man is 
about to appear who will lead them to the 
extermination of the whites and the 
restoration of the continent to the Indi­ 
ans.

Certainly the warning of the Captain will 
put the W ar and the Indian Departments 
upon inquiry, and possibly excite the 
former to immediate activity in strength­ 
ening the outposts and providing for a 
possible uprising of the savages.

DEAD LETTERS. 


ASTOUNDING STATISTICS FROM THE 
WASHINGTON" OFFICE. 


Over Six Million Letters Go Astray An­ 
nually Through the Carelessness 
ol Senders. 


D. P. Leibhardt, Superintendent of the 
Dead Letter Office in Washington, has is­ 
sued a circular which contains a vast 
amount of information, as well as being 
deeply interesting to the general reader. 
He says that over six million pieces of mail 
matter are sent annually to the Dead Letter 
Office by reason of incorrect, illegible or 
deficient address, insufficient postage, in­ 
secure inclosing, whereby matter mailed 
becomes separated from the envelope or 
wrapper, or the failure to be called for or 
delivered to the person addressed. This is 
a daily average of over twenty thousand 
pieces. 
Of these the greater portion either are not 
called for at the Postoffice to which they 
are directed, or, in case of free-deiivery 
offices, the addresses cannot he found, not­ 
withstanding every known means is re­ 
sorted to on the part of the postal officials 
to effect delivery. 
Matter sent to the Dead Letter Office, 
which cannot be delivered to the person 
addressed, is required to be opened in its 
treatment for the purpose of return to the 
sender, and if the name and address of the 
sender be not shown or cannot be ascer­ 
tained from the contents, and it contains 
no valuable inclosnre, it must be de­ 
stroyed. 
Letters opened and found to contain any 
inclosuie of obvious value are entered upon 
proper records, and of such those which do 
not "disclose sufficient information to enable 
them to be returned are filed, subject to 
reclamation upon proper application and 
identification. 
Letters which contain no inclosure of 
obvious value are not recorded. 
Packages and parcels are recorded, and 
where they do not disclose the name and 
address of the owner are tiled ; it not called 
for or claimed within two years they are 
disposed of at public auction and the pro­ 
ceeds covered into the United States Treas­ 
ury.A large proportion of the packages and 
parcels sent to the Dead Letter Office fail to 
be restored to the owners because of the 
absence on the wrappers or inclosures of 
anything to indicate ownership thereof. 
information as to the character and na­ 
ture of the matter thus received at the 
Dead Letter Office, and the conditions and 
influences which occasion the failure to 
reach persons to whom the senders de­ 
signed them to go, may be of interest, and 
the mere statement of it carry with it sug­ 
gestions which may serve the public in its 
exercise of postal privileges. 
Of the unclaimed and undelivered m at­ 
ter received at the Dead Letter Office dur­ 
ing the past fiscal year, 451,000 were letters 
misdirected, or only partially addressed— 
(hat is, not addressed to a postoffice, or, ad­ 
dressed to a postoffice not in the State 
named, etc.—while 24,000 were entirely 
blank, bearing no 
address whatever. 
Among the latter were frequently found 
the correspondence of business men, of 
which a large portion contained inclosnres 
of money, drafts, checks, etc. 
Ninety-eight thousand were letters to do­ 
mestic addresses, “held for postage,” to­ 
gether with letters, etc., addressed to Cana­ 
da and Mexico, matter to these countries 
being unmailable except upon full prepay­ 
ment of postage. 
One hundred and sixty-five thousand 
were letters mhinly addressed to persons in 
care of hotels. The guests to whom the 
letters belonged having departed without 
leaving their address, or forwarding orders 
for their mail, they were returned to the 
Postoffice by the hotels and thence sent to 
the Dead Letter Office. 
Forty-two thousand were letters to ficti­ 
tious addresses, and principally correspond­ 
ence relating to what is known as "green 
goods” or “saw dust” swindles, etc., many 
of them containing money with orders for 
the purchase of these fraudulent goods. 
Parties engaged in these fraudulent aud un­ 
lawful enierprises invariably do so under 
an assumed name, and when the character 
and business of such persons is discovered 
by the postal authorities, such matter ad­ 
dressed to them is declared “fictitious” and 
delivery withheld. 
Eighty thousand were parcels of mer­ 
chandise, books, clothiDg, needle work, 
jewelry, etc., etc., many of which were mis­ 
directed, while others were without wrap­ 
per, having been insecurely inclosed, and 
others from which the address had become 
separated and lost. 
A large proportion were those upon 
which the required amount of postage to 
entitle them to transmission through the 
mails bad not been prepaid, insufficient 
payment being due to improper inclosing, 
whereby a higher rate of postage was re­ 
quired. 
Twenty-eight thousand contained money 
amounting in all to $48,642. 
Four thousand had inclosnres of postal 
notes in small sums under $5, aggregating 
$5,300. 
Twenty-seven thousand were found to 
contain drafts, checks, notes, commercial 
paper, etc., in the sum of $1,471,871. while 
forty-eight thousand contained paid and 
canceled obligations, receipts evidencing 
payments of money, deed, mortgages, gen­ 
eral miscellaneous papers, etc. 
Forly-two thousand contained photo­ 
graphs". oue thousand contained articles 
forbidden to be transmitted through the 
mails; and eleven thousand upon being 
opened were found to contain lottery 
tickets, which, under the terms of the law, 
are declared unmailable. 
One hundred and sixly-two thousand 
contained postage stamps, and were inclos­ 
ures to secure return answers to the cor­ 
respondence which they accompanied, or 
were the rémittances in payments of small 
balances, or accompanying orders for small 
purchases of merchandise, subscriptions, 
etc.Five hundred and thirty-one thousand 
were letters, and 41,000 parcels of printed 
matter, samples, etc., which had been 
mailed in foreign countries to Postoffices 
wiihin the United States and failing of 
delivery were sent the Dead Letter Office, 
aud thence returned to the postal adminis­ 
trations of their respective countries of 
origin, unopened. 
Two hundred and five thousand were 
letters, and 47,000 were parcels, books, 
samples ot merchandise, eic , which had 
been mailed within the United States ad­ 
dressed to foreign countries, and having 
failed of delivery at their destination, were 
sent to the Dead Letter Office by foreign 
postal administrations. 
Over five million of the letters received 
at the Dead Letter Office contained no in­ 
closure of obvious value, although doubt­ 
less many of them were quite as valuable 
and important to both sender and ad­ 
dressee as thousands of ether letters con­ 
taining money, checks, stamps, etc., and 
yet of this immense number of letters over 
"three million bore within either no defi­ 
nite or sufficient address of the writer—in 
most cases no adJress whatever—or there 
was no signature whereby the writer might 
be identified or determined, without which 
the Dead Letter Office could not make re­ 
turn.Misdirection, incorrect, illegible and de­ 
ficient address are given as the leading 
causes which occasion the failure of mail 
matter to reach its proper destination, and 
affect alike that which is so addressed to 
either city, town, or village. 
In addition to these, in the case of m at­ 
ter mailed to cities or free-delivery offices, 
are the failure to give street or number, 
business or occupation; or some designated 
place of delivery of the person addressed; 
inability to find transient people, and their 
neglect to give forwarding orders for their 
mail: the neglect of permanent or tempo- j 
raty residents to noüfy the carriers or post 
cffi'ce of change of place for the delivery of 
their mail matter upon moving from one 
part of the city to another, together with 
the failure of newcomers to furnish the 
postoffice with their names and places of 
address. It is to these causes, with others 
of more or less consequence, that the non­ 
delivery of mail m atter is, in the main, at­ 
tributable, and they are conditions over 
which the postal service has no control, 
and may alone be remedied by the people 
themselves. 
The following suggestions, if observed, 
will aid the dispatch and delivery of m at­ 
ter sent through the mails, or its return 
directly to the sender in the event of non­ 
delivery, and thus prevent the annoyance, 
delay and embarrassment caused by send­ 
ing matter to the Dead Letter Office: 
Mail matter should be plainly and cor­ 
rectly addressed; the name of the postoffice 
to which it is to be sent should be clearly 
and distinctly stated, and to avoid con­ 
fusion from the similarity of abbreviations, 
as frequently used, the name of the State 
should also be given in fall. In the case 
of mail addressed to small offices, or where 


there are offices of ¡ike names in different 
States, the name of the county should be 
added. 
As the immense quantity of matter sent 
through the mails is necessarily required 
to be handled rapidly by the railway mail 
clerks and at the postoffices in the cities, 
too much care cannot be exercised in ad­ 
dressing mail matter clearly, plainly and 
correctly. 
W here mail matter is addressed to cities 
or free-delivery offices the street and house 
number, or postoffice box number of the 
person addressed are important, and should 
always be given when it Í3 possible to do 
so.Where this cannot be done, the business 
or employment of the person addressed, if 
stated, will often secure delivery. 
The free-delivery offices, being in the 
cities and larger towns—the trade centers 
of the country—have a large, varying, tran­ 
sient population, which cannot be known 
to the postcffice officials in the same degree 
as in the smaller places, and delivery is. 
therefore, made the more difficult; and 
where recourse must be had to city di­ 
rectories they are of:en found imperfect 
and incomplete, so that the means of ascer­ 
taining the location of the addressee fre­ 
quently is found wanting, and delivery fails 
because the person is not known or cannot 
be found. 
A small proportion only of the mail re­ 
ceived at the free-delievery offices is called 
for at the general delivery of the Postoffice, 
the public expecting delivery by the car­ 
riers; aud hence the importance of giving 
street and number, or some other designa­ 
tion whereby the person addressed may be 
found. 
Matter mailed to cities and free-delivery 
offices, addressed without street and num ­ 
ber, or some other designation enabling de­ 
livery, goes into the general delivery, subject 
to be"called for; and of such matter, the 
statistics of the Postoffices of some of the 
larger cities show that not more than 25 
per cent, is called for. 
Letters addressed to persons temporarily 
sojourning in a city where the letter-carrier 
system is in operation should be marked 
“Transient” or “General Delivery,” if not 
addressed to a street aud number, or some 
other designated place of delivery. 
The name aud address of the sender, 
either printed or written, should be placed 
upon the upper left-hand corner of the en­ 
velope or wrapper of all matter mailed. 
This will secure its immediate return to 
the sender from the mailing office for cor­ 
rection if improperly addressed, insuffi­ 
ciently paid, or otherwise defective; thus 
affording opportunity to comply with the 
postal regulations and requirements, and 
place the matter in proper condition to en­ 
title it to all the privileges of the mails, 
and is especially useful in the case of pack­ 
ages and other matter mailable at less than 
letter rate of postage, which is restricted to 
certain conditions and requirements as to 
weight, size, manner of inclosure, etc. 
Letters and all other matter mailed, so 
marked with the name and address of the 
sender, that should fail to be called for or 
delivered to the person addressed, aud 
upon which full letter rates cf postage has 
been paid are not sent to the Dead Letter 
Office, but are returnable to the sender di­ 
rectly— without additional charge, and 
with the reason of non-delivery indorsed 
thereon. 
The above suggestions in respect to the 
return of unclaimed and undelivered mail 
matter directly to the sender from the post­ 
office addressed, refers only to letters and 
otber mail matter upon which full letter 
postage has been paid. 
Packages and all matter mailed at less 
than letter rates of postage, should, in ad­ 
dition to the name and address of the 
sender upon the envelope or wrapper, bear 
in connection therewith a request for its re­ 
turn in the event of non-delivery, in which 
case it is also returnable directly to the 
sender from the postoffice addressed, 
charged with return postage at the rate re­ 
quired for the class of matter to which it 
belongs. 
The distinction, under the postal regula­ 
tions, as regards the return of unclaimed 
and undelivered matter is, that letters and 
other matter prepaid at full letter rate3 are 
returnable free, whereas matter mailable at 
less than letter postage requires the pay­ 
ment of return postage.. 
If it be borne in mind that only such un­ 
claimed and undelivered letters and other 
matter prepaid at full letter rates of postage 
as do not bear the name and address of the 
sender, and such other m atter mailed at 
less than letter rates of postage as dees not 
bear a request for its return, is required to 
be sent to the Dead Letter Office, the im­ 
portance of the suggestions in respect to 
placing the name and address of the sender, 
etc , on all matter mailed, is apparent. 
All matter mailable at less than letter 
rates of postage must be so wrapped or in­ 
closed that it can be readily examined at 
the office of delivery, as well 83 at the mail­ 
ing office, without destroying the wrapper; 
otherwise it is subject to letter postage. 
Much of the package aud parcel matter 
received at the Dead Letter Office is that 
which has been deposited for mailing 
sealed and closed against inspection and 
prepaid at less than letter rate; being un­ 
mailable in such condition, and the Dame 
and address of the sender not appearing 
upon the cover, whereby it might be re­ 
turned for correction and proper compli­ 
ance with postal conditions, it necessarily 
is sent to the Dead Letter Office. 
A large proportion of the packages sent 
to the Dead Letter Office are addressed to 
foreign countries. 
In addition to being sealed or closed 
against inspection and deficient in postage, 
many of them contain articles that are un­ 
mailable through the post because of cus­ 
toms regulations and conditions of the 
countries to which they are addressed, or 
exceed the limit of size and weight. 
In such cases, if the name and address 
of the sender does not appear, the parties 
are notified that the package will be for­ 
warded by express at their expense, or re­ 
turned to the sender if they will furnish 
the proper address in this country. 
W ith no knowledge of the value of the 
package or by whom mailed, the addressee 
often declines to direct it to be forwarded 
and pay the charges; and the sender being 
unknown to the Dead Letter Office, it 
eventually takes the course provided for 
Other unclaimed matter cf its class. 
In mailing packages addressed to foreigu 
countries, care should be taken to ascertain 
whether they are prohibited from trans­ 
mission to the country of des'inalion, or 
can only be forwarded when the postage 
is fully "prepaid at foreign letter rates—five 
cents per half ounce. 
Only bona fide trade samples are trans­ 
missible at reduced rates of postage. 
Persons desiring to mail matter other 
than letters to foreign countries should 
consult their Postmasters, who, being pro­ 
vided with the postal laws and regulations, 
are enabled to give proper information re­ 
specting conditions, etc., etc., of mailing to 
foreign countries. 
Ail valuable matter to be sent by mail 
should be registered. It will thus receive 
such protection as it is not always possible 
to give to matter sent in ordinary mails. 
Money should be sent by money order or 
registered letter. 
Proprietors of hotels should omit the re­ 
turn request from envelopes supplied gratu- 
iously to their guests; and guests using en­ 
velopes furnished by hotels should be 
careful to designate what disposal should 
be made of letters sent by them in ease of 
non-delivery. 
On mail matter to foreign countries, es­ 
pecially Canada and England, in which 
many postoffices have the same name as 
offices in the United States, tbenam e ol the 
postoffice, as well as the country, should be 
given in full. 
. 
In sending packages and parcels—books, 
pamphlets and other articles—by mail, the 
address should be placed on the article in­ 
closed as weil as on the wrapper. 
Should the wrappers become detached, 
as they frequently do, through the hand­ 
ling incident to mail transportation by sea 
or land, it may still be possible to restore 
the article if this precaution is taken. 
W hile the efficiency of the postal system 
and service has attained high standard, the 
public may materially aid in the fuller and 
more complete delivery of its mail matter, 
or the prompt return of the same to the 
sender in Cnees where delivery from auv 
cause cannot be effected, if the foregoing 
suggestions are conformed to.

1 was in but one tat­ 
tle, and tried very hard to get out of that one. 
Gettysburg is the one 1 have reference to. I 
was there on the last day (Friday, July 3d), and 
was wounded nigh unto death, while lying be­ 
hind a rock to protect my nrecious (-.o me) 
body, from the ravages of rebel bullets. I carry 
the 'marks cf my wound to this day.”

R ecokd-U kion : In m y last com ­ 
m unication I gave a conversation w ith a 
m uch-respec;ed farm er of thi3 county on 
th e question of form ing an 
irrigation 
district. 
I discussed the question of rela­ 
tive cost of w indm ills, horse-pow er and 
steam pum ps, bu t no t at all m inutely. The 
n arration of th at conversation, however, I 
have since rem em bered was essentially de­ 
fective and left the question in the lurch, 
w hereas a single rem ark at the close, which 
I h ad forgotten, places the conversation 
an d th e subject on belter and m ore p racti­ 
cal grounds. 
A llow m e space, please, to clear the sub­ 
ject at this tim e. T he rem ark I m ade was 
this: 
‘-But suppose the ru n n in g w ater 
could be placed on the land practically free 
forever ?” 
H e replied, ‘ T hat m ight do” (or, “ T hat 
w ould be a different question” ): I do not 
give th e exact language, b ut its practical 
m eaning. 
W hat I wish to represent 1 3 the fact th at 
the in ig atio n question w ith us is one of 
dollars and cents in an equal degree w ith 
h ealth and beauty. 
If the proposition 
were to have, say the 2,000 farm ers of this 
county expend the large am ount of m oney 
necessary to build dam s, dig ditches, and 
operate both, it w ould be iu9tantly a n ­ 
swered, alm ost unanim ously, in th e nega­ 
tive—and ibis not only in conversation but 
by votes. 
T he sum required is too large 
and the lands w ould bs too nearly con­ 
sum ed to bear the burden. 
In other 
w otds, no 2,000 m en (guessed at) could 
m ake the lands pay tor tbe introduction of 
w ater. 
B ut if the land was subdivided 
u n til 20.000 m en should ow n th e land, it 
w ould be, as m y farm er friend suggested to 
another question, “a different m atter.” 
Allow m e to give a little history here of 
irrigation in th is county. 
W e once had a 
little boom in real estate. 
It originated in 
th e discussion of tb e irrigation question, 
though having a relation to th e boom in 
th e southern part of the State, w hich it 
was expected w ould be transferred to ours. 
T he little boom lasted w hile tbe irrigation 
question was agitated, and died w ith its 
cessation. 
T here is nothing u n n a tu ral in 
th is succession of events. 
W ater increases 
production; production increases values; 
w ater and increased production gives new 
life and business and prosperity. 
These 
constitute a true boom. 
D uring onr little agitation the furthest 
point reached was u visit from the proper 
agent o f the Deep Gulch M ining Com pany 
of E l D orado county. 
T he only published 
interview w ith this agent was about as 
follows: “ Is it the purpose of your com ­ 
pany to introduce w ater for irrigation p u r­ 
poses into this county?” 
T he reply was: 
“ If enough takers of w ater to justify its in ­ 
troduction can be found, we are ready to 
introduce it.” 
T his is plain business talk, and if it had 
been followed by a subdivision of our lands 
it w ould have been introduced then and 
ou r county w ould Lave been cultivated by 
several thousand m ore people than it is to­ 
day. 
I then m ade th e practical proposition 
th at he (the farm er) m ust divide now, and 


d runken individual w ho insisted upon be 
ing allow ed to enter. 
People passing by 
were shocked by the foul {language 
dnlged in, and hurried away 
scene.

F lorin, say. m ust m eet and agree io su b ­ 
divide their lands—the first tier fairly 
facing the railroad, w ith roads betw een the 
subdivisions (laid out), reaching to the sec­ 
ond tier, and continue through the second 
to tbe third, and even th e lo u rth tier if 
necessary. 
I intended only to use this lo- 
calitjar-san illustration. 
The sam e rem ark 
w oulu'apply to all the land betw een this 
city and Folsom and betw een these sec­ 
tions tow ard the Cosumnes. 
A fter three years of holding m y nose to 
th e grindstone, I can see no other practical 
way of accom plishing this great end. 
W e 
are” doubtless som ew hat nearer there by 
the drifting process, and som e day we 
sh all no doubt be driven in to port by a 
providential wind, w hich also w ill turn 
o a r m ills to give us w a ter! 
B ut the spirit of the tim es beckons us 
forw ard. 
W e m ay not w ait for the next 
generation to do w hat we can do better. 
T here is danger th at our children will in ­ 
h erit our staying qua! ties, and th u s our 
history shall be that of other sem i-tropical 
peoples who have w aited for food, physical 
and intellectual, to grow by N ature's u n ­ 
assisted powers. 
I therefore propose tbat 
these divisions be m ade. T hat w hen a suffi­ 
cient num ber has been surveyed to justify 
introduction of w a'er, tb at they be offered 
for saie at a valuation th a t shall cover the 
cost of its introduction. 
T h at these su r­ 
veys be m arked w ith num bers so th at they 
can be seen bv exam ination, aDd th e roads 
for an outlet be plainly m arked on the 
ground. 
U ntil th is is done, we shall have nothing 
to w ork upon. 
No definite proposition 
can be m ade to bring in settlers and cult­ 
ivators; no one can select a place according 
to his tastes, nor quantities of land accord­ 
in g to his purpose in life. 
No basis can be 
given for tb e introduction of w ater (we 
hav e tried this, and know whereof we 
affirm ) by capital, and we can prom ise no 
one th at water will be brought in by an 
irrigation district. 
So far as I can see, we 
can offer no one a hom e w ith access to 
roads and railroads, w ith a prom ise of 
em ploym ent, according to taste, in dairy­ 
ing, in stock-raising, in sm all fruit or in 
horticnlture. 
T he rem edy is to subdivide and m ark tbe 
surveys; then offer the land for sale and 
w o rk ' cultivators. 
If th e land is tit for 
sm all fruit3, the labor fit for raising these 
w ill purchase it. 
If tor other grow ths, let 
th e depth and quality of soil be designated 
and advertised. 
It is a very nice thing to 
read of sales and im provem ents, b a t be­ 
neath them all is alw ays to be found by 
search a preparati n th at w en them . Som e­ 
tim es it is a near m arket; som etim es a good 
clim ate; 
som etim es beaith 
but 
m 
ai 
cases anayleis of soil, supply ol water, re 
finem ent of citizens, prospects ot perm a 
nence, e tc , enter into the count betore a 
conclusion is readied and purchases and 
im provem ents m ade.

EBAN'S RECOLLECTIONS O í STIB- 
BING WAR TIMES. 


r man’s Prejudice Agaln-st the Ai*uiy 
of the Cum berland and R egard te? 
the Army of th e T ennessee. 


I was present at all the sublime contests 
in front of A tlanta daring the summer of 
1SG4—twenty-six years ago— and saw the 
capture and destruction of th at city. 
I 
remember the day Sherm an started on his 
trium phant march to the sea w ith 05,000 
men, the firing of the Confederate strong­ 
hold, and the return to Tennessee of the 
great Thomas w ith liis sm all army of 
protection. 
I t was generally understood 
th at A tlanta was too far off for a sale Fed­ 
eral base of supplies, so the intrepid Sher­ 
m an moved toward the east with twenty 
days’ rations for man and horse, and the 
gallant Thomas returned to his base of 
supplies in Tennessee w ith two small corps 
and nearly all the cannon of the combined 
commands, closely followed by the im petu­ 
ous Hood, who gave .the grim hero of 
Chickamauga a hand-to-hand battle at 
Franklin and suffered the destruction of 
his su¡>erb army almost w ithin sight of 
H ashviile during the month following. 
Ko place felt the dire effects of war to so 
great an extent as A tlanta—not even 
Richmond—and no person not a spectator 
of its ruin can fully realize the magnitude 
of said jubilee of destruction and desola­ 
tion. 
T he demon of war was king; and 
and he was red-handed and no mistake 
This rebel stronghold had actually rained 
shot and shell over the Federal army since 
the battle of Peach Tree Creek, and death- 
dealing messengers of metal had pierced 
the hearts of one of the McCooks and the 
beloved McPherson, and made thousands 
of widows ar.d orphans. 
Every minute 
for a number of weeks a Union soldier bad 
been sent to his long account. R ight and 
day shot and shell came screaming and 
tearing over and among our soldiers, kill­ 
ing and maiming husbands, sons, and 
lathers. 
There was no love for A tlanta or 
any inhabitant thereof. 
So, when the 
orders were given for theconllagration and 
general destruction of one of the fiuest 
cities of the fair South, the torches were 
lighted quickly and malignantly, and the 
devilish work was commenced as if under 
the auspices of Satan himself. 
All the 
railroad buildings, which were very exten­ 
sive, and every description of rolling-stock 
were speedily destroyed—the car wheels, 
even, that were left uninjured by fire, 
were rendered useless by the breaking of 
th eir flanges, while switches, frogs, engines, 
boilers, wood piles, w ater tanks, etc., were 
all ingeniously m utilated. 
I have often wondered how any South­ 
erner who witnessed that appalling sight 
could have been genuinely reconstructed. 
'W hat a day of devastation and wreck it 
was ! 
How the brothers of those who had 
been made to bite the dust did get in their 
almost unholy and revengeful work ? 
It 
was the true fulfillment of the awful pro­ 
phecy made by Andrew Johnson and A lex­ 
ander H . Stephens upon the secession of 
South Carolina. 
Every pump in the city 
was destroyed except one. 
All the hotels 
but one, nearly all the business houses (ex­ 
cept those on Alabama street), machine 
shops, roiling mills, arsenals, prisons, la­ 
boratories and armories shared in the com­ 
mon fate, and were spectacularly swept out 
of existence by the awful conflagration of 
war. 
Women and children shrieked and 
wept, and men looked on and wandering 
frantically about, m uttering curses and 
doubting the existence of Jehovah. 
In 
th e angle between H unter street, com­ 
mencing at the City H all, running east, 
and McDonough street, running south, 
there were 1,300 structures licked up by 
an imposing tongue of flame. 
How well I remember the proud city 
after its destruction, and how my heart 
bled for its homeless \ 
l e ! Men, women 
•less p e o n 
Mad children crept into holes, and some of 
them went w ithout food and drink for 
days. 
The Em pire City of the Empire 
State of the South had been wiped out. 
Only a monument cf debris remained. Not 
a dog or a cat even could be seen. 
N ot a 
bird sung a note even of mourning. 
H ere 
and there was a church edifice left that 
•seemed to look down with mock solemnity 
upon the devastation and desolation all 
around, and here and there were citizens 
and soldiers studying the stern results of 
war. 
It was a banquet of its kind such as 
few had ever seen. 
It was the retaliation 
for the burning of Chambersburg. 
It was 
the horrors of Andersonville revenged. It 
was the annihilation of one of the strong­ 
holds of the slaveholders’ dream. 
It was 
the dislocation of the backbone of the 
Southern Confederacy—and it only wanted 
a Nero or some other delirious devil to 
fiddle upon some elevation overlooking the 
dreadful scene. 
But, presto, change! 
W here there were 
smoking buildings, desolate homes, d ;scon- 
solate people, and dow nright ruin as far as 
th e eye could reach, there are to-day evi­ 
dences of progress, peace, happiness, and 
greatness. 
Thousands of splendid business 
and residential structures proudly rear 
themselves upon pretentious thorough fares; 
locomotives go screaming through the 
beautiful city at all hours of the day and 
night; great commercial activity demon­ 
strates the presence of prosperity and 
peace, and a cementing of fraternal feeling 
is more and more emphasized daily, as the 
N ortherner and the Southerner see and 
m eet and become acquainted. The soldiers 
who shot at one another from opposite rifle 
pits then accompany each other to the 
graves of their dead and mutually bestrew 
the mounds with floral remembrances now. 
It was they who first shook hands over the 
bloody chasm, and they have been gen- 
erallv" friendly since the conclusion of the 
war.

There is not a single interest in Georgia 
th at is languishing. 
T hat State made a 
gpendid exhibit at New Orleans in 1885-6, 
and it will take care of itself at Chicago 
in 1893. 
Eree labor is better than slave 
1 abor, as the revenues from cotton and cot­ 
tonseed and calico show. 
Factories and 
mrlls are running night and day in many 
parts of Georgia, and there is not one 
among them all that is not paying substan­ 
tial dividends. 
Many large and unwieldy 
plantations have given way to small farms 
well tilled. 
The hidden treasures of the 
spurs of the Blue Ridge are being uncov­ 
ered, and the reverberation of the ponder­ 
ous stamp may be heard along many a 
babbling creek. 
Ten years ago Robert 
T oom bs, who conld get further wrong on 
some things than any great man I have 
ever known, said to me that “the sun rises 
every day on a poorer Georgia than it set 
the ¿lay before." 
I repeated this to G en­ 
eral Gordon and “Joe” Brown a short time 
afterward, and they said the old man was 
m istaken. 
H e surely was. 
I spent a day or two in Columbus six 
m onths after the war and again three 
years ago. 
Columbus is only a short dis­ 
tance from Macon. 
It was laid out in 
1S38, at the foot of the falls, on the east­ 
ern bank of the Chattahoochee river. 
It 
was once the first city of Georgia in gen­ 
eral importance. 
It was laid out with 
great care, and many of its inhabitants re­ 
side in elegant mansions, inclosed by 
grounds adorned by trees and shrubbery. 
I t was about 1850, I think, that a spirit of 
enterprise seized upon the people of Co­ 
lumbas, and commerce and manufactures 
took a bound; and some two or three years 
before the secession of Georgia this city 
had four large cotton factories, a cotton 
gin manufactory, a 
paper-mill and 
a 
wooden-ware works. In 1861 the rebellion 
burst upon the land, and, before one year 
of war liad passed, Columbus turned out 
some of the finest brass and bronze cannon 
manufactured anywhere. 
Shot and shell 
works and percussion cap factories sprang 
up, and Southern shoddyites turned their 
attention to the manufacture of worthless 
raim ent for the poor soldiers, and the stay- 
at-homes made barrels of 
Confederate 
money and numerically pros¡>ered. 
Macon, near by, obtained millions of 
dollars’ worth of Confederate patronage 
during the war and prospered until the 
bottom of the Confederacy fell out at Ap­ 
pomattox. 
It was fortunate in being be­ 
yond range of Federal shot and shell; even 
¿herman, in his march to the sea, giving it 


the go-by, although the ccmiending forces 
foeght a severe battle at Griswoldville, 
twelve miles away. 
Maccn was a promis­ 
ing place before and during the war, and 
Is one of the most beautiful and flourish­ 
ing inland cities in the South at the pres­ 
ent time. 
It contains a number of stately 
public buildings, : everal benevolent insti­ 
tutions, and many pretentious 
private 
residences. 
I t is situated on both sides of 
theO cm ulgee river, and perpetuates the 
memory of N athaniel Macon, its founder. 
Railroads radiate to all points, and manu­ 
factures contribute essentially to the nota­ 
ble growth and prosperity of this charm ­ 
ing city. 
. 
After the great leaders upon both sides 
have been dead for years and generations 
of writers have examined carefully and 
unimpassionedly into all the details of 
campaigns and contests as presented by 
army officers and by war correspondents 
from both sections, there will be as true 
histor;es of the late civil war as can be 
written, and if the writers do their duty, 
as they undoubtedly wiU, there will be 
some surprising things said concerning the 
A tlanta campaign. 
The country at large 
will always honor Sherman, who may be 
termed the m ilitary genius of the war. 
But it may come out some time that the 
grizzly old hero entertained so much pre­ 
judice against the Army of the Cumber­ 
land and two of its greatest fighters— 
Thomas and Hooker—and so much more 
regard for the Army of the Tennessee 
than for any other army, that th e victory 
which gave us A tlanta cost the country 
tens of thousands of lives and a hundred 
millions of dollars more than it should. 
The true historian may yet tell the world 
that “Joe” Johnsons army m ight have 
been captured at Resaca liad Sherman list­ 
ened to Thomas and Hooker and other 
general officers of the Army of the Cum­ 
berland. 
Thomas 
begged 
Sherm an at 
least to let Hooker, with his Twentieth 
Corps, move according to liis (Thomas’s) 
plan. 
“We can capture the whole rebel army,” 
said Thomas. 
“I can do th at w ith the A rm y of the 
Tennessee,” replied Sherman; “besides, I 
am not fond of Hooker. 
H e isn’t to be 
relied on, and thinks too much of Fighting 
Joe.” 
The Army of the Tennessee had its 
hands too full to carry out w hat Sherman 
had hoped; the A rm y of the Cumberland 
became engaged when it was too late, and 
the gamecock of the Southern arm y got 
away, leaving more Federal than Confed­ 
erate dead and wounded on the field. 
At 
Kenesaw M ountain Sherman was besought 
to make a flank movement rather than 
attack in front. 
But he banged away 
until he had lost several thousand men, 
and would have been thrashed to pieces if 
he hadn’t had more than two to one of 
the rebels, got badly defeated, and then 
executed the 
movement 
as urged by 
Thomas, Hooker, King, Carlin, Schofield, 
Wood, Dick Johnson, and Jeff C. Davis. 
The Army of the Cumberland laid off and 
listened to the tremendous cannonade and 
clash of small arms and rebel yell all day 
upon the 22d of July, when McPherson 
was killed and 10,000 soldiers of the Army 
of the Tennessee placed hors du combat, 
and was not called upon to participate. In 
company w ith General John H . K ing I 
called upon Thomas late in the afternoon, 
and he said: 
“There is something terri­ 
ble going on over there on the left, and I 
am expecting orders every minute. 
I am 
afraid, by the sound, th at the Arm y of the 
Tennessee is getting the worst of it.” 
In 
the evening wc called on Hooker, who 
had just returned from a “recounoissance” 
with liis aid, “Reddy” Stetson, youngest 
son of Stetson of the Astor House, and the 
first thing Hooker said was: 
“Old Tecurn- 
seh has iiad hell on the left all day. 
He 
wanted to take A tlanta w ithout our help, 
and has lost McPherson and eight or ten 
thousand men, so I hear. 
I am senior 
officer and the command should come to 
me. 
But the old lunatic will probably 
give it to Logan or Howard. 
He will 
never forgive me for my success on the 
20th [the brilliant battle of Peach Tree 
Creek.] 
W ell, I can stand it if he can. 
I 
was sent out here to fight, but he does not 
seem to require my services. 
I forced the 
rebels on the 20th, and we hurled them 
back on A tlanta without a gun being fired 
by the Army of the Tennessee. 
I haven’t 
seen Sherm an since. 
H e must be terribly 
disgusted with me. 
The only way to take 
A tlanta is to move upon it w ith every 
available man and gun, or flank it.” 
General Sherman lost about 18,000 men 
on 
the 
22d, 
and 
then 
flanked 
the 
stronghold and captured it w ithout great 
loss. 
Still we succeeded, and who knows 
but th at it m ight have been worse after 
a ll? The world has not produced many 
illustrious warriors who have not been 
-everelv criticised. 
Success is the thing 
in battle, and he is the greatest General 
who wins the most lights. 
Y et where 
would have been G rant at Shiloh without 
Buell ? 
W here would have been Meade 
at Gettysburg w ithout 
Hancock ? 
and 
where would have been Rosecrans at 
Chickamauga w ithout Thomas?—the G en­ 
eral who won the first good light in the 
West at Mill Spring, Kentucky, and who 
wound up things in th at depaitm ent by 
annihilating Hood’s army near N ashville 
three years afterward—the only tim e an 
army was actually annihilated during the 
war. 
I never met “Bob” Toombs but once 
after the war. 
H e was a curious combina­ 
tion of the genial and severe—a sort of 
iceberg in the tropics. 
H e criticised the 
late Jefferson Davis severely, and declared 
that the election of the latter sealed the 
fate of the Confederacy at the start. 
H e 
told me th at Davis was a m artinet, and 
that he ridiculed the idea of any South­ 
erner or Yankee succeeding in anything 
who wasn’t educated and spurred at West 
Point: that he was too much of an aristo­ 
crat when all Southerners should have 
been equal; that lie thought the North 
could not recover from Fredericksburg and 
Chickamauga, and th at the late “ex-Presi­ 
dent” believeil him self a god of war; that 
if the Confederacy had won it would have 
gone to pieces in a year or thrown the 
Mississippian out; th at he was jealous, en­ 
vión?, narrow-minded, 
overbearing and 
lacking in m ilitary knowledge and real 
statesmanship. 
“lie would have been a 
good civil engineer or newspaper man, if 
he bad been properly educated. 
H e did 
hate me well,” Toombs added, and then he 
laughed without changing his features; he 
gnashed his teeth without making a sound, 
and glared savagely but childiike. 
If, at the gates of heaven, St. Peter 
asked Toombs where he came from, he un­ 
doubtedly answered: 
“Nowhere.” 
“ Had 
you no country'.'" 
"No, sir." 
“ Where 
were you born?” 
“W ashington, W ilkes 
county, Ga., named after the greatest and 
best rebel th at ever lived.” 
“W hat are 
your qualifications?” 
“T hat 1 atn honest 
in my convictions; that my father was a 
Revolutionary soldier and my mother a 
beautiful woman of Pennsylvania; th at I 
have lived fifty odd years with a model 
wife, with whom only a short time ago I 
celebrated our golden wedding; th at I hate 
Joe Brown as cordially as the devil is sup­ 
posed to hate holy water; that I have never 
read Jeff. Davis’ ‘Rise and Fall of the 
Confederate Government,’ and am for ever 
and ever an unreconstructed rebel.” 
Toombs believed that, if the South had 
made the abolition of slavery a part of its 
policy, it would have had England and 
France on its side, and that the Confeder­ 
acy would have succeeded. 
It was his 
boast that his latchkeys were so conspicu­ 
ously out that no hotel could exist in the 
town of Washington. 
H e and his wife 
were both renowned for their hospitality, 
and claimed that any man who had money 
enough to put up at a hotel had character 
enough to presume upon their hospitality. 
H e told me that it was on the Confederate 
records, if Davis hadn't destroyed or the 
Yankees hadn’t stolen them, that, as Sec­ 
retary of State of the Confederate Govern­ 
ment, he had proposed to do what Abra­ 
ham Lincoln did years later—emancipate 
the slaves of the South by a stroke of the 
pen. 
“Then we would have succeeded,” 
he went on. 
“All the great Governments 
of the world would have been on our side 
and aided us in many way.». 
The niggers, 
who never did like a Yankee anyway, 
would have gone into onr army and 
swelled its numbers by from a quarter to 
half a million. 
We could have got all the 


have the roll-call of his slaves made upon 
Bunker H ill, or words to that effect. 
Speaking of Peachtree Creek, it was one 
of the gems of battle between Resaca and 
A tlanta, and was really meteoric, lasting 
only a few hours of an afternoon on the 
20th of July, 1864. 
Hood was in com­ 
mand of the Confederates, and he had un­ 
doubtedly made up bis mind to make a 
savage attem pt upon the center of Sher­ 
man’s magnificent line and cut it in two 
and demoralize things generally. 
New­ 
ton’s line was weak, and Hood came down 
tremendously upon it, anil an almost hand- 
to-hand fight eusued. 
For an hour the j 
blue and the gi ay were pretty well mixed, ! 
and bayoneting" and clubbing with the ¡ 
butts of muskets amoDg the soldiers and : 
the use of pistols and swords among the 1 
officers were not infrequent. I never heard 
or saw such a rain of canister and grape 
for forty or fifty m inutes; and the “rebel 
yell” above it ail made things hum. G en­ 
eral John 1L King, who commanded the 
regulars, was hurried up and placed in re­ 
serve in a beautiful piece of woods, and a 
Prussian artillerym an, whom we called 
“Leather Breeches” secured a small eleva­ 
tion near by with his six gnns and ever­ 
lastingly poured shell and canister into 
the advancing enemy. 
One rebel regiment of infantry divided 
itself by three in attem pting to take this 
battery. 
N ot far off a M ichigan battery 
joins in the diapason and sends hundreds 
of impetuous Southerners to “that undis­ 
covered country.” 
Every human being 
under Hooker is at work, and Newton, B ut­ 
terfield, Geary and Sweeny are fighting 
like devils. 
Yankee as well as rebel yells 
i mingle w ith the vociferations of shell 
and shrapnel, and the tops and branches 
of trees are falling a> if lightning had 
struck 
them 
in 
hundreds 
of 
places. 
“There’s old Pap Thomas, like a fool,” 
exclaims King, “still m ounted!” and then 
King and Fetter man and M ulligan go and 
forcibly take Thomas off liis horse, and 
stand Lim behind a tree. Hooker is in 
the front, mounted, fighting his old corps 
for all there is in it. 
A ll the reserves 
are behind trees or down on their bellies, 
and shot, shell, grape, builet and canister 
make music in their midst. 
Talk about your symphonies. 
It was a 
carnival of tones th at could have been 
heard th irty miles, and it was kept up un­ 
til dark, when firing ceased and King was 
ordered to close up an ugly gap that had 
been made in Newton’s division. 
Hooker 
covered him self with smoke and glory, 
and went lig h t into the very jaw of the 
battle and staid there until he whipped 
the enemy out of sight—and he slept that 
night with dead and dying, collapsed cais­ 
sons and gun carriages and wounded horses 
all around. 
I saw him at daylight the 
next morning, and he looked as though he 
had been dragged thiough a stubble field. 
“W here are they?” I asked. 
“A good 
many of them are in hell,” he replied, 
“but the most of them are in A tlanta.” 
H e was right regarding the latter, for we 
soon iiad orders to march, and we never 
heard a bullet or a shell until the whole 
had moved in line of battle up to within 
two miles of the fortified city. 
Then they 
checked us with their demoralizing aerial 
messengers of hate, and we went into camp 
and staid there until the victories at and 
near Jouesborough on Angust 31st, which 
gave us A tlanta on the day following.

EL UCEADO FRUIT. 


The C ounty is Rapidly In creasin g Her 
S hipm ents 1 hereof. 
In a recent article on the establishment 
of fruit-shipping and packing houses the 
El Dorado Democrat says that at the late 
fruit-growers meeting at Gold H ill it was 
determined to erect a fruit-shipping house 
at Diamond Station, for the purpose of 
handling the fruits of that locality. Five 
Directors were elected as follow s: L. G. 
Harvey, L. G. Smith, D. T. Loofbourrow. 
W illiam Yeerkamp, of Granite Hill, and 
E. W. Newell. The company was organ­ 
ized to run 50 years, with a capital of $10,­ 
000, divided in shares to the value of $1 
each. As soon as an am ount sufficient to 
commence with is subscribed, thpn the ar­ 
ticles of incorporation will be filed, and 
work will be vigorously pushed. 
For this season, to date, there hss been 
sbipppd from Placerville. bv rail, 655,S35 
pounds of green fruit, over 32} carloads. 
From El Dorado, to date, there has been 
shipped 130,070 pounds of green fruit, or 
Ci carloads. 
From Diamond Springs we have not the 
completed figures. 
For two weeks in 
August 206,000 pounds of green fruit wes 
shipped and the other two weeks of August 
nearly the same am ount. During the pres­ 
ent, m onth considerable fruit has been 
shipped from the same point, which will 
bring the aggregate up to at least 475,000 
pounds, and possibly 500,000. At the for­ 
mer figure, which is a low estimate, this 
gives 23} carloads. 
This gives 62! carloads of green fruit al­ 
ready shipped from this county along the 
line of the Sacramento and Placerville 
Railroad. 
Of this amount, 30 carloads is 
tributary to the new shipping house to be 
established at Diamond fcprings. 
Summing up the fruit shipments to date, 
we have the astonishingly large total of 86 
carloads that went out of the county this 
year, 56 of which were tributary to Placer­ 
ville and 30 carloads to Diamond Springs. 
This large total is of green frnits only, 
the dried fruit shipments not having com­ 
menced yet. 
Diamond Springs has this year shipped 
nearly as much fruit as Auburn, while 
Placerville has shipped more. 
Diamond 
8prings can easily support one shipping 
house, while the country tributary 
to 
Placerville can support two. 
Now, with these facts before them , let 
the organizers of the different fruit com­ 
panies go to work with a will. There is 
enough fruit now raised in this county to 
pay to organize the companies, while the 
opening of a market will cause the doub­ 
ling of the fruit output in less than five 
years.
